His pal, Edward Jones of Walnut 
creek, has made a confession to De­ 
tective Chappelle, which shows that 
the innocent looking Nottingham has 
committed many crimes. 
The con 
fession was made voluntarily, as Jones 
expects to get off with a light sent 
ence. 
He says that he was led astra; 
by Nottingham and he is now re 
pentant. 


According to the confession made 
by Jones at Martinez Nottingham has 
been successfully carrying on his op­ 
erations for several months. 
He did 
his work between Walnut creek and 


When Jones found {hat he was in 
for punishnunt he determined to tell 
the whole 
story. 
His cousin is 
County Assessor ai Martinez and his 
father is a well-known 
resident of 
Walnut creek. 
T h e prisoner 
made 
his confession in a calm manner, and 
told the detective where he could 
find the masks and the nuns. 
Chap­ 
pelle and the prisoner's father 
went 
in search of the articles and found 
them just as young Jones had stated. 
His story was borne out in every re­ 
spect by the articles dtscovered. 


Jones had gained the good will of 
the masked robber of Walnut 
creek 
and the latter told him of many plans 
he had f~r the future. 
Nottingham 
said thit he had a big deal on hand 
and if it went through they would all 
make a pile of money. 
Jones was to 
hie taken in on the deal but was ad­ 
vised that he would have to be brave. 
Nottingham, Jones and a man named 
Howard were to form a trio to rob an 
Alameda bank. 


Notingham, it is claimed, had all 
his plans perfected and the particu­ 
lar bank secured. 
T h e proposition 
was to take the cashier unawares in 
the afternoon and stand him up and 
capture the trays of coin. 
Jones was 
only given an outline of the proposed 
robbery, so he says, but he knew 
enough to be convinced that 
some 
desperate chances would have to be 
taken in order to carry the matter to 
a successful issue. 


T h e 
police made several 
efforts 
yesterday to have Nottingham iden­ 
tified in order to connect him with 
some 
bold 
robberies in Alameda 
county: 
H e is supposed to be the 
man who robbed a grocer at North 
Berkeiey a fe"w months ago. On 
that occasion a man answciing the 
prisoner's description walked into the 
store and covered the grocer with a 
sawed off shotgun. 
T h e grocer was 
ordered to walk into a rear room and 
give up the mortey. 
H e was covered 
all the time by the robber's gun. 


Just as the grocer was about to 
shell out his coin the gun acciden 
tally went off, but nobody was hurt. 
The robber made his escape without 
getting any money for his trpuble. 


Another crime which is charged to 
Nottingham is the attempt to blow 
ip the local train with dynamite sev­ 
eral months ago. He was arrested

Liliuokalani Abdicates.

per steamer Australia) —Quiet is sub­ 
stantially restored in Honolulu and 
business has resumed its normal con­ 
dition. All military operation) ended

On the 15th inst. John S. Walker, 
Major Seward a n d C. T. Gulick were 
arrested for complicity in the pur­ 
chase and landing of arms for the 
rebels. 
Seward 
was one of the 
Queen's commissioners to Washing­ 
ton last summer. 
Gulick, who is im­ 
plicated, was Minister of the Interior 
with Gibson. 


These arrests were,made in conse-

quence of disclosures by the leaders, 
Nowlein, Wilcox a n d other prisoners, 
who have been vieing with each other 
in their revelations. 
O n the morn­ 
ing of the 16th the ex-Queen was ar­ 
rested at her residence by Brown and 
Parker, and confined 
in a former 
royal bedroom in the south corner of 
her former palace, where she is now. 


She has renounced all her sovereign 
rights. 
That afternoon the volunteer 
troops 
and sharpshooters were all 
called 
in and dismissed to their 
homes. 


On the 22d, the ex-Queen, in her 
chamber of imprisonment above the 
courtroom, 
signed a document of 
submission and renunciation. 
It was 
addressed to President 
Dole, and 
was substantially of the purport 
fol­ 
lowing: 


After full and free consultation with 
her personal friends and legal ad­ 
visers, and by their advice a n d her 
own free volition, and for the best 
interests of the people of Hawaii, and 
for the sake of the misguided H a 
waiians in rebellion to restore her, 
and without making any claim to he­ 
r o i n e entitled by their act to any- 
special treatment 
of consideration, 
she now makes known to President 
Dole, as the only lawful and recog 
nized head of th# government, and to 
all the pe'ople of the Hawaiian Is­ 
lands and to all the foreign diplomatic 
representatives. 


First—That she unequivocally ad­ 
mits and declares the government of 


the republic of Hawaii to. be the only 
lawful government of the Hawaiian 
Islands and that the late Hawaiian 
monarchy is finally and forever ended 
and no longer any legal validity, and 
she forever absolves all persons from 
allegiance "br obligation td her and 
her heirs and successors; and declares 
all persons in the Hawaiian Islands 
to be bound to support the govern­ 
ment of the republic of Hawaii, 


/Second—For herself and her heirs 
a$\d successors she forevr and irrevo­ 
cably abdicates to this 
government 
and 
its 
legitimate 
successors all 
claims and pretentions whatsoever to 
the 
late throne 
or 
monarchy of 
Hawaii, and all rights, privileges and 
emoluments whatsoever, except those 
common to all private citizens or 
residents of the republic. 


Third—She 
respectfully 
implores 
for such 
misguided 
Hawaiians and 
others as have been concerned in the 
late rebellion such executive clem- 
! ency as may be consistent with duty 
; and regard for violated law. 


Fourth--She desires henceforth to 
live in absolute privacy a n d retire­ 
ment from all 
concern 
in public 
affairs fnrther than to express her 
constant hope for the welfare and 
prosperity of Hawaii and its people. 


Fifth—She presents her certified 
oath of allegiance to the Republic of 
Hawaii. 


Sixth—She has made and signed 
this statement without the slightest 
suggestion 
from 
the President of 
Hawaii. 


Relying upon the magnanimity of 
the government of the republic and 
upon 
its protection, 
I have the 
honor to be, Mr. President,

MADAM : A document executed by 
you purporting to contain an abdi­ 
cation and renunciation of all sov­ 
ereign rights heretofore claimed by 
you has been delivered on your be­ 
half to the President. 
As you were 
under arrest at the tim" this instru­ 
ment was signed, it is desired before 
placing the same on file to make 
clear to you, in order that no misun­ 
derstanding may hereafter arise, the 
views of the Government in this 
matter. 


First—The execution of this docu­ 
ment cannot be taken to exempt you 
in the slightest degree from personal 
and individual liability for such com­ 
plicity as due investigation and trial 
may show that you had in the late 
conspiracy against the Government 
and the consequent loss of life, which 
position is recognized by you in your 
letter. 


Second—It cannot be conceded 
that such rights and claims as you 
now voluntarily relinquish have had 
any legal existence since January 
14th, 1893, when by your public an­ 
nouncement that you no longer con­ 
sidered yourself bound by the funda­ 
mental law of the land under which 
you took office, and Vy your acts in 
attempting by the mere exercise of 
your own will to establish a new sys­ 
tem of government, the contract ex­ 
isting between you and the people 
was dissolved, and all sovereign 
rights therefore vested in you were 
lost. 
The statement by members of 
your then Cabinet that they could 
not control your proposed action, and 
their appeal to citizens of Honolulu 
was the next step which led to a re­ 
sumption by the people of the rights 
of government 


Third—So far as your communica­ 
tion may be taken as a notice to the 
disaffected that it is your desire that 
the republic shall be recognized by 
them as the sole and lawful Govern­ 
ment of the country it is fully appre­ 
ciated. 
In this connection your un­ 
selfish appeal for clemency for those 
who took part in the late insurrection 
will receive full consideration.

Matters of Interest to Pacific Coast People 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The Sec­ 
retary of War sent to Congress a 
report Whjch' shows the standing of 
the National Guard in all the various 
States. 
H e presented the following 
figures as to the militia force of Cal 
fornia: 
There are several general 
officers, 111 commissioned and 12 
non commissioned staff officers, mak­ 


ing a total of 130 commissioned and 
non-commissioned officers. 
There 
are 102 officers of the field staff and 
and 220 company officers. 
There 
are 74 men in the cavalry, 464 in.the 
artillery, 112 in the light batteries, 
4083 in the infantry and 85 in the 
signal corps, making a total of 4948 
men in all. The Secretary's estimate 


of the number of men available for 
duty is 18,872. 


Senator Perkins today presented a 
joint resolution of the Legislature of 
California protesting against the pas­ 
sage of a bill referring to the bound­ 
aries of Yosemite National 
Park; 
also a memorial of the Legislature of 
California in favor of the passage of a 
bill for the protection o f public for­ 
est reservations. 
Both the petition 
and the memorial were referred to the 
Commission on Forest Reservation.
